College Nursery School hsd four out 
of town visitors recently. These vis¬ 
itors were: Miss Louise Tarpley of 
Nashville, who Is Supervisor of Emer¬ 
gency Nursery School in Tennessee;

Dorris Winn, both of Memphis, who 
are conducting an Emergency Nurs¬ 
ery School In Shelby County, and 
Miss Geneva Bryant of Newbern, who 
expects to teach in an Emergency 
Nursery School in Dyer County. 

The Emergency Nursery Schools 
were made possible a year ago as a 
part of the relief program through¬ 
out the nation. Last years, at one 
time, as many as eighty-one nursery 
schools of this type were operated 
in the state of Tennessee. The great¬ 
er number of these schools were in 
cities. This year fewer schools of 
this type will be operated in the 
cities, but more of them will be con¬ 
ducted in smaller towns. The Federal 
Emergency funds pay for the food 
given the children and pay the salar¬ 
ies of teachers and others employed. 
The town, county or city must furn¬ 
ish the building and equipment used. 
No charge is made to those attend¬ 
ing, but all children in attendance 
rrfust be those whose families are re¬ 
ceiving government aid.
